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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that an output mode has 
nothing to do with the application that is being displayed on a monitor. 

In response to applicant's argument, Greer discloses in col.1 , lines 56-60 that different applications may contain different display modes. 
Further, Greer discloses in col.12, lines 45-51 that a switch in video ports is needed to display applications in VGA mode and application 
in DVD movie hi-res mode. 

Applicant argues the corresponding text to fig.6 disclosed by Greer describes that different mode can be entered using the input device, 
and even in modes that does not include the PC mode, input commands from the input device of fig.6 are still executed. 

In response to applicant's argument, Greer discloses at col. 12, lines 26-50 and corresponding text to fig.6 that a key input unit is 
consisted of two components, mode selection unit (fig.6. 200) and a device input unit (fig.6, "201", "202", "203") that if the key input from 
the device Input unit matches the currently displayed application (such as increasing the volume of the application), execute key input 
commands if there is a match. The selection of different applications is done via the mode selection unit.. 
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
